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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed July 16, 2004 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(3) because it does not Include a concise explanation of the relevance, as It 
is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. No copy of the foreign patent was provided 
and it was not considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

3. . Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee. 

(5,046,789). 

4. Regarding claim 6, Lee discloses a receptacle with four outer vertical sides and 
means deposed on the sides to engage like means (101, 102) on adjacent receptacles 
to horizontally interlock the receptacles (Figure 6A to 60, column 3, line 57 to column 4, 
line 11).. 

5. Regarding claim 7, the means are disposed in corner regions of the receptacles. 
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6. Regarding claim 8, tlie means are U-shaped in that the groove (102) is U- 
shaped. 

7. Claims 6, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
l\/lasser(3,131.829). 

8. Regarding claim 6, .Masser discloses a receptacle with four outer vertical sides 
and means disposed on the sides to engage like means (25) on adjacent receptacles to 
horizontally Interlock the receptacles (Figure 1, column 2, lines 69-71). 

9. Regarding claims 9 and 1 0, Masser discloses the means are provided with upper 
and lower sections that are beveled to sloped inwardly from the outside (25, 27, 28 
Figures 3, 5 and 6, column 2, lines 21-25).
